2. Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

The claims are indefinite because of the following : 

a) all acronyms must be identified in all occasions in the claims in order to provide better search 
results in PTOs search engines when application becomes a patent; 

b) the following claim language has antecedent basis problems: 
aa) "the server..." claim 6, lines 21-22; 

bb) "the MCD. claim 6, line 24; and 

c) a a mobile computing device" in claim 6, line 14 should be "the mobile computing device" 
referring to the mobile computing device defined in line 4 of the preamble.
